IN  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Royal  School  of  Industry 
for  the  Blind,  the  Committee  desire  to  express  sincere  thanks 
to  all  who  have  contributed  in  any  way  towards  helping  them 
in  their  undertakings  and  accomplishments  for  the  alleviation  of 
those  in  whose  interests  their  services  aie  given.  Near  by  year 
the  obligations  have  increased,  and,  but  for  the  support  ot  a 
generous  public,  the  Institution  could  not  have  tome  the  con- 
tinuous strain.  The  charitable  citizens  of  Bristol  are  inundated 
with  claims  of  pressing  importance,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  .oral 
work  for  the  Blind  will  receive  the  suppott  that  has  made  it  possible 
to  continue  an  unbroken  career  for  127  years. 

Committee.— The  Committee  regret  to  announce  the  death  of 
their  late  colleague,  Mr.  A.  Hamilton  Jenkin,  a very  active  member 
who  rendered  valuable  assistance  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  ot 
the  Institution.  Mr.  \Y.  H.  Byrt.  who  has  represented  the  Bristol 
Board  Of  Guardians  on  the  Workshop  Sub-Committee,  has  now 
joined  the  General  Committee. 

Finance. — In  practically  every  item  of  expenditure  consider- 
able increase  has  taken  place  during  ig>9.  but  fortunately  the 
several  items  of  income  have  also  increased.  Legacies  weie  muc 
below  the  average,  the  amount  last  year  being  only  £_a°-  1 he  rust 

three  months  of  this  year  have  already  brought  further  large 
increases  in  cost  of  maniten'ance.  and  efficiency  can  only  he  main- 
tained by  increased  income.  A first  instalment  of  grants  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  on  account  of  work  for  adult  Blind,  has  been 
received. 

The  School. — An  epidemic  of  influenza  interfered  to  some 
extent  with  the  work  during  the  early  part  of  the  year.  I he  average 
number  of  resident  pupils  is  similar  to  that  of  the  previous  vear, 
viz.,  iio.  The  Chaplain,  the  Rev.  Percy  Brent,  M.A.,  prepared 
six  lx>ys  for  their  Confirmation  at  St.  Alban’s  (.  Lurch  by  the  Lord 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  December.  The  Examination  in  Religious 
Knowledge  was  conducted  by  the  Rev.  de  Lacy  O’Leary  in  June, 
and  the  following  report  was  received  : — “ Scripture  narrative  very 
carefully  prepared  and  adequately  explained  and  illustrated.  The 
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Scripture  and  Catechism  have  been  made  the  medium  of  clear  moral

; c!  E^C"ING  'StafK'  There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  Teach- 
mg  Staff  since  the  time  of  the  last  Report.  Three  of  our  teachers 
presented  themselves  for  the  Examination  of  the  College  of  Teachers 
"I  the  Blind  in  London  last  summer,  two  of  whom  were  successful 
in  gaming  the  Diploma. 

INSPECTION^-Dr.  Eichholz,  H.M.I.,  inspected  the  School 
am  1 echnical  Department  on  the  13th  February.  He  was  satis- 
fied that  his  previous  recommendations  had  received  the  attention 
or  the  ( ommittee. 


Technical  Department — The  cost  of  raw  material  is  still 
very  high,  but  there  has  been  great  demand  for  all  classes  of  work- 
produced  by  the  Technical  pupils.  A large  number  have  been 
instructed  in  Music,  Piano  Tuning,  Basket-Making,  and  Mat- 
Making,  and  encouraging  results  have  been  obtained.  The  pupils 
are  so  trained  that  it  is  possible  fpr  a large  proportion  of  them  to 
find  employment  in  their  own  neighbourhoods,  thus  freeing  the 
Workshops  in  Park  Street  to  deal  with  those  cases  of  Blindness 
which  have  occurred  later  in  life. 

Music  and  Pianoforte  Tuning. — The  Music,  including 
Piano-playing.  Organ-playing,  and  Singing,  is  gradually  reaching 
a high  state  of  efficiency,  and  the  results  obtained  in  the  Examin- 
ations of  Trinity  College.  London,  and  of  the  Incorporated  Society 
of  Musicians,  were  most  satisfactory.  In  both  Organ  and  Piano 
Playing,  the  examinations  are  now  conducted  at  the  School. 

It  is  now  possible  to  complete  the  training  of  our  pupils  in  our 
own  Tuning  and  Repairing  Department,  and  three  trained  Tuners, 
who  left  during  the  year,  have  been  fully  employed  near  their 
homes. 

The  School  needs  more  Pianos  and  the  Organ  requires  to  be 
completed.  Music  means  so  very  much  to  a person  deprived  of 
sight,  that  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  this  need  may  appeal  to  the 
generosity  of  some  of  our  public-spirited  citizens. 

Physical  1 raining  and  Recreation. — In  order  to  encourage 
a natural  carriage  and  self-dependence  throughout  the  School 
Physical  and  Remedial  Exercises  are  constantly  practised.  Special- 
ists, who  have  at  their  disposal  our  large  and  airy  gymnasium 
suitably  equipped,  are  in  charge  of  the  Training  of  all  the  Senior 
Pupils.  Many  suitable  indoor  and  out-of-door  recreations  are  intro- 
duced, and,  in  addition,  weekly  Lectures  and  Concerts  have  taken 
place  and  are  thoroughly  appreciated  by  the  young  people. 
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Swimming.— Many  of  the  boys  have  attended  the  Kingsdown 
Swimming  Baths  during  the  summer,  but  the  distance  is  very  great. 
It  would  be  a distinct  advantage  to  the  health  and  well-being  of  the 
children,  both  boys  and  girls,  if  it  were  possible  to  have  a Swim- 
ming Bath  at  the  School. 

Health. — A serious  influenza  epidemic  visited  the  School  in 
February,  1919,  when  over  90  of  the  Staff  and  Pupils  were 
affected.  ’ It  was  most  difficult  to  get  the  necessary  assistance  in 
Nursing,  and  although  all  who  escaped  the  epidemic  rendered 
efficient  service,  it  was  necessary  to  close  the  School  for  two  months. 
To  Dr.  Flemming  and  all  who  carried  out  his  instructions,  the 
Committee  desire  to  record  their  best  thanks. 

Ex-Pupils. — All  the  apprentices  who  left  during  the  year  are 
in  employment,  anil  encouraging  reports  of  their  progress  are  from 
time  to  time  forthcoming.  A satisfactory  feature  of  the  work  is  the 
fact  that  the  majority  of  those  who  pass  through  our  Technical 
Department  find  employment  in  the  vicinity  of  their  homes. 

The  Workshops. — Miss  Buckworth,  after  20  years’  service 
in  the  Workrooms  as  Knitting  Manageress,  has  relinquished  that 
portion  of  her  duties  and  is  now  in  charge  of  the  Women's  Hostel 
in  Tyndall’s  Park.  The  employment  of  blind  adults  at  the  Park 
Street  Premises  during  the  year  has  been  maintained  with  efficiency, 
lust  over  80  have  been  employed,  half  of  whom  are  women.  The 
demand  for  goods  has  been  constant,  and  the  sales  well  above  anv 
previous  record.  Several  ladies  have  again  undertaken  the  super- 
vision of  Sales  of  Work  in  other  towns — a most  valuable  method  of 
assistance.  During  1919  the  Committee  made  two  advances  in 
rates  of  payment  to  Blind  Workers,  and  thanks  to  the  assistance 
from  the  “ Blind  Workers’  Help  Fund  ” and  the  Bristol  Board 
of  Guardians,  the  increased  payments  have  not  proved  a financial 
burden. 

The  arrangement  with  the  Bristol  Board  of  Guardians,  liy 
which  an  annual  grant  is  made  to  the  Committee,  instead  of  relief 
to  individual  blind  workers,  and  from  which  the  Committee  are  able 
to  augment  wages,  especially  to  those  who  have  others  dependent 
on  them,  has  been  of  great  assistance  to  the  workers. 

The  average  total  income  of  Blind  Workers  during  1919  was 
25  per  cent,  in  advance  of  that  for  1918,  and  is  now  over  150  per 
cent,  in  advance  of  pre-war  income.  A considerable  addition  to  the 
Help  Fund  has  been  made  by  the  Albion  Dockyard  Workers’ 
Charity  Fund  by  way  of  monthly  donations.  During  1919  this 
amounted  to  ,£49,  and  this  generous  sum,  together  with  the  help 
of  other  donors  and  subscribers,  is  much  appreciated. 

Home  Teaching. — A Blind  Woman  Home  Teacher,  a former 
pupil  of  the  School,  has  been  added  to  the  Staff,  and  a second  one 
is  in  training  for  a similar  position.  The  appointment  of  a woman 
upon  the  Home  Teaching  Staff  lias  given  great  satisfaction.  The

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register,  for  the  Ministry  of  Health  of  the  Blind  in  Bristol,  has 
been  completed,  and  it  lias  become  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to 
keep  this  register  up  to  date. 

The  usual  Teas  and  Treats  were  given  last  winter  and  the 
re-commencement  of  “ Mr.  Cox’s  Tea,”  after  a lapse  of  some 
years,  during  the  \\  ar,  is  welcomed.  I his  was  carried  out  by 
relatives  and  friends  of  Mr.  Cox,  a former  Home  Teacher. 

Mrs.  Sewell  s Holiday  Home  at  \\  inscombe  has  given  much 
l>enefit  to  the  Blind  Women  Workers  who  have  been  invited  to 
spend  a holiday  there  each  summer  for  several  years. 

Hostel  for  Blind  Women.— The  New  Hostel  for  Blind 
Women  at  “ Bannerleigh, ” 15,  Woodland  Road,  the  generous 
gift  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  H.  Wills,  was  adapted  by  the  donors 
and  handed  over  to  the  Committee  last  summer.  The  formal 
opening  took  place  in  the  autumn,  and  there  are  now  19  Blind 
Women,  who  much  appreciate  the  ample  accommodation  provided 
in  the  house  and  garden.  The  Hostel  is  within  reasonable  distance 
of  the  Workshops,  and  when  full  will  accommodate  2 5 boarders. 
The  large  day-rooms  are  most  convenient  for  concerts  and  other 
gatherings. 

Ministry  of  Health. — The  Ministry  of  Health,  on  setting 
up  a Local  Advisory  Committee  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Blind  in 
the  South-West  of  England,  invited  two  members  of  the  Committee, 
together  with  the  Principal  and  the  General  Manager,  to  serve  on 
the  Committee.  The  work  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  Blind 
is  mainly  concerned  with  the  care  of  adults,  the  children  and  young 
people  being  under  the  care  of  the  Board  of  Education.
